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FOREWORD 


After several years of successful growing and show- 
ing of gladiolus we have decided to share our pleasures 
with those of you who have asked for this price list. The 
quality of bulbs is the best in years though the quantity 
has been curtailed by the dry season and by the scarce- 
ness of experienced labor. We have no quantity prices 
to offer this year and we are not resorting to under- 
selling our competitors for we know that ‘Quality is re-

membered long after price is forgotten.’ 


Two years ago it was our pleasure to have grown 
what Hopkins termed the most perfect single spike of 
gladiolus he had ever seen. It was field grown without 
pampering and only one among many equally fine spikes 
in our gardens. Much of our success we attribute to the 
proper feeding of our bulbs. It is our firm belief that 
gladiolus bulbs require a balanced diet just as a child 
does to avoid malnutrition and disease. Cultural instruc- 


tions will be enclosed with all shipments of bulbs. 


We grow hundreds of varieties many of which are 
new and too scarce to offer at this time. All varieties 
which we list grow very well for us and we will never 
offer for sale any item which we know will not do well 
when given a fair trial. Tastes for colors differ and can- 
not be foretold but growing qualities differ only with 


extreme changes in soil and seasons. 


Introducing “ORVAG”

For several years we have been told by all Michi- 
ganders who saw it that Roger Arnett had a very fine 
orange sport of Vagabond Prince. It is indeed a pleasure 
to introduce for him at this time a glad that should be 
widely welcomed by hybridizers and fanciers alike. Roger 
says ‘’‘Orvag has habits similar to Vagabond Prince. It’s 
color is a salmon orange mostly on the orange side with 
a rather strong scarlet throat. The floret grows to about 
4% inches. The spike is tall with about 20-22 buds 
(have had 25) and a flower head 24-28 inches long. 
The overall plant grows to about 50 inches. Being a true 
sport it sometimes shows streaks of Vagabond brown in 
the floret. It flowers well from all size bulbs, but does 
its best from large bulbs. Ordinarily it is a midseason 
variety. It produces lots of bulblets which germinate very 
readily although they like warm weather to get started. 
Orvag has been my best parent for orange-colored seed- 
lings. | highly recommend it for breeding purposes.’’ A

THE SACRED LILY OF INDIA 


More widely known as Snake Palm, Devil’s Tongue 
or Leopard Palm, this member of the Arum family, like 
the Calla, is wrongly called a lily. The proper name is 
contraversial, being given by some authorities as Amor- 
phophallus Riveri, while others claim that Hydrosme 
Riveri is proper. It probably originated in either Java 
or Sumatra. Long before the birth of Christ, the Lily 


was established as a sacred flower by the Hindus.

It requires five years to grow blooming-size bulbs. 
About Christmas or later, after the bulb has been allowed 
to rest about two months in a cool dry place (not freez- 
ing) it should be brought into a warm ‘room and placed 
on the floor. It needs no soil or water and, once it starts 
to grow, it grows at the rate of 2-6 inches per day and 
often reaches a height of 5-ft. The flower has an outer 
appearance like a huge Calla though dark-red in color. 
When in full bloom the flower gives off a disagreeable 
odor at the first sign of which it must be disposed of, 
either by cutting and destroying the spike or by placing 
it in a cooler room. By blooming the bulbs in April they 
may be enjoyed longer after they fully open for they 
may then be placed out of doors so long as they are 
_ protected from frost. The bulb must be permitted to 
rest and also to bloom, if it is of blooming size, before 


it is planted. 


The bulbs will do well in an soil, but fertile, light, 
well-drained soil is preferred. They should be planted, 
after all danger of frost is past, about 2% times the 
depth of the bulb. The new bulb forms on the top of 
the old one and the roots form on the top of the bulb. 
New bulblets form on the tips of long fingers emanating 
from the old bulb and reaching toward the surface. For 
this reason, mulching is preferable to cultivating. 


The foliage, which grows in the summer, is umbrella- 
shaped and 1-4 feet tall depending on the age of the 
bulb. An old plant surrounded by circels of medium and 
small bulbs makes a very attractive mound. 


After the tops frost in temperate climates, the bulbs 
should be lifted and stored for two months in a cool 
dry place. Always remember that both plant and bulbs 
are easily frosted.
